(2) the product descriptive information is used to search a database that 
contains product information from at least one vendor for products related to the 
descriptive information; 

(3) a list of matching products is presented to the user; 

(4) the user selects products from the list of matching products; and 

(5) the user may place an order with the vendor for the selected product. 

B) however in regard to claim 80, the prior art does not teach or suggest a 
system in which: 

(1) an user inputs product descriptive information; 

(2) the product descriptive information is used to search a database that 
contains product information from at least one vendor for products related to the 
descriptive information, where portions of the database are separately 
searchable; 

(3) a list of matching products is presented to the user; 

(4) a requisition is generated based on information about the products 
selected by the user from the list of matching products; and 



* 
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(5) the requisition is processed to generate purchase orders for the 
products selected by the user from the list of matching products. 



Claims 81-84 are allowable for the same reason.
